A few days ago the York Adams Area Council BSA became aware of 
a situation which might be considered child abuse. Immediately upon 
learning of the situation the person allegedly involved was removed from 
his position and a full and detailed report was promptly made to York 
County Children and Youth Services, the agency designated by State law to 
receive and handle such reports. 

The Council is fully assisting and cooperating with Children's 
Services in their investigation of the matter and will continue to do so. 

We have been advised that the Confidentiality of Records section 
of Child Protective Laws specifically prohibit the public release of any 
further information on the subject. 
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
